CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—One hundred and 


six cases against various railroad corn- 
panics, accused of violating '-1110 twen- 
ty-fight hour law" were called for trial 
today by Judge K. M. Lnndis. 


The violators of this law nre accused 


of cruelty to animals inasmuch as the 
law provides that railways or steamship 
companies shall not confine animals being 
transported in interstate commerce in 
cars or boats for a, period longer than 
twenty-eight consecutive hours without 
unloading them for rest. 


Tho cases were presented by District 


Attorney Edwin M. Simms and Assistant 
District Attorney Ben Davis.

are ponding are as follows: 


Chicago, Kock Island and Pacific Rail- 


way, Chicago and North-Western. Rail- 
way, Illinois Central Railway, Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railway, Atchi- 
son, Topeka. and Santa Fe Railway and 
Chicago and Great Western Railway.

said that two ribs 
were 


fractured and there were dangerous in- 
teninl injuries. Jt is feared that owing 
to her extreme age recovery is doubtful. 


Mrs. Weber 
is a widow, but has 


children living both in Corliss and Ra- 
cine. She has been a, resident of the 
county for nearly half a century and 
widely known. 


She left her home lust evening and 


started to walk down the trucks to Cor- 
liss station. The milk train bound west 
at 0:150 o'clock, came along and Mrs. 
Weber stepped to one side and supposed 
she was out of the way. but was struck 
and thrown to one side. Men on the 
train did not know they had struck any- 
one and the train went on west. 


Mrs. Weber lay upon the ground until 


found by Mr. Johnson and taken to her 
home. Her condition has been very bad 
since the accident. On account of the 
prominence and popularity of Mrs. Web- 
er, great interest and concern is mani- 
fested as to the outcome ot her injuries. 


BERLIN*, Dec. 23.—Ex-Gov. Horn of 


Togoland, was today sentenced to a fine 
of S75 and costs and to be transferred to 
another post for the ill treatment of a 
native of Togoland in 1003. The charge 
against Horn was that he- caused the 
death of a native, a, man named Zcdu, by 
having been bound to a 
llagstalV and 


leaving him there without food or drink 
for twenty-four hours. Horn was first 
tried for this offense several months af- 
terwards by the superior colonial court 
at DualUi and fined $225. There has 
been much criticism in Germany, espec- 
ially on the pait of the socialist speakers 
in the Reichstag, of this sentence, which 
was regarded as far too light. 
Owing 


apparently to these criticisms, Chancellor 
Von Buelow, about two years ago, order- 
ed a reopening of the case by the imper- 
ial disciplinary court for the colonies at 
Berlin. The case came up for trial on 
December 11, 1907. It was shown that 
the facts in the case as brought out by 
the dualla court were as follows:

But finally we had the church of our 
own.

The nu'.n sent me a bill and wrote 
thnt my church wn* just as able to pay 
its debt as any other churches in town. 
That encouraged me on an equality with 
other churches, nnd

The Congregational church "tried

They luul no 
minister; but there was a merchant and 
his wife there who were members of the

They were both

'would occasionally drop into the store 
to see them.

times I didn't. I could not call them a 
choir. Once in n while I was able to get

est. We had an old parlor orgnn. That 
was the best we could buy.

ers, right out of the Cathedral chnir. 
where one of them WHS the leading so- 
prano and another was the only boy sn- 
lo singer the Cathedral ever had, and 
they wero-commnnican's of the church.

Companies.

The need of u stricter regulation of |

Helpful Hints for Girls.—For Racine 


Journal—If you wish to take care of 
your umbrella after coming out of the 
rain, let it down and stand it on the 
handle, that it may drain in this posi- 
tion. Th*y should not be allowed to dry 
while open as this strains the silk and 
makes holes at the seams, nor should 
they be put a,way 'without unrolling, as 
long continued pressure will cut the silk 
between each rib. To freshen up velvet, 
ilrst clean it thoroughly, then hold it 
over steam with right side up, nnd have 
an assistant to brush the 
nap with a. 


clean wh'isk broom. This removes the 
wrinkles and makes the velvet look near- 
ly as well as new. Bkck gloves which 
have grown white at the scams or linger 
tips, may have the color restored by 
rubbing with the same quantity of good 
black ink. Nice handkerchiefs, dainty 
collars nnd small lace can be cleaned 
•with very little rubbing- by putting them 
to soak over night in a warm pearline 
suds but very sheer articles should be 
busted carefully and smoothly to a piece 
of old soft muslin before washing them, 
and the best starch to use for such art- 
icles in very clear gum arable or rice 
•water. 
3f these articles have become 


yellow or very soiled, wash them first 
through the suds, then put them to soak 
over night in clear water in which some 
cream of tartar is dissolved, in propor- 
tion of a teaspoonful to a quart of wa- 
ter, then in ,the morning rinse out and 
Btnrch. Hair brushes may be kept per- 
fectly clean by washing the bristles in 
gasoline, and the combs ran be cleaned 
in the same fluid, but it should never be 
used in a room where there is a light or 
fire. 
The silver backs can be cleaned 


with whiting made into a paste with 
ammonia, and the outside of glass toilet 
bottles can be cleaned with alcohol and 
whiting and then polishing with a piece 
of chamois leather,

•redeemed nnd a premium of live per cent 
'paid that the average cost to the invest - 
or thus be reimbursed, as the government 
should not, he says, require the banks to 
pny more money than they actually re- 
'ceive therefor. The sale of 
the

bonds be under sole control of the gov- 
ernment, then when a bank desired to re- 
tire circulation the government should 
buy the bonds at not less than par and 
with no premium. 


Mr. Trent insists the retirement of 


the silver certificates gradually would 
cause no trouble as to there being no le-

adequate supply of gold coin. This sup- 
ply is constantly increasing, he says, and 
id now $400,000,000 per year and Unit 
our own country is keeping the pace 
with its own gold yield.

These would bear the government gunr- 
iantee and, secured by bonds, and the 
same form of notes says Mr. Treat, could 
bo used for a permanent as well as for

;They would simplify the currency, would 
le acceptable everywhere, receivable for 
'all taxes and dues, just as nre the pres- 
cnt national banking notes, and would 
take tho pine? of the present assorted 
'kinds of paper i:um>ncy. In closing he 
again says the new plan would not inter- 
fere with>the silver dollars because now 
the main reason for the demand for the 
currency over the dollars is that the 
government transports them free, while 
for the currency there i" a charge made. 
Thus the -assertions of those who might 
object, insisting the dollars all now in 
certificates except 
about $70,000,000 is 


the money of the people and therefore 
should not be retired, is avoided. Mr. 
Treat closes. by saying: 


"The paramount question, however, is 


not simply one of saving a small amount 
of interest, but it is, what would be to 
the greater advantage, convenience and 
profit to the American people. It would 
seem to me that now is the time when 
far-reaching amendments are. needed to 
'the laws of our banking system, to so 
'construct a system of finance that, while 
it shall be absolutely safe and desirable 
in its appearance, it shall also have the 
elements that are needed not only for a 
permanent, but for an emergency ciivu- 
'lation. 


"It would soem that our requirements 


arc peculiar to ourselves and cannot l>e 
likeTied to that of any other nation. We 
grow crops to the value of seven billions 
'of dollars. Legislation should therefore 
be so comprehensive that sui adequate 
amount of currency could be issued, un- 
'le:- proper legal forms, that would al- 
ways provide sufficient funds, and move

The only other currency 
would then be the gold certificates which 
speak for themselves, not being issued

If 
the 
unification 


idea is to be curried out the most likely 
plan would be that the government take 
up every present form of paper money 
and in its plnce issue dollar for dollar of 
the new currency, and this would leave a 
gap between the national bank currency 
and the place now taken by silver certifi- 
cates and greenbacks. This deficiency 
would have to be unified in some other. 
way than that proposed. It is observ- 
able that in most schemes the asset fea- 
ture. is taken notice of. The financial 
scientists demand flexibility, contracti- 
bility, so that if one was to suggest the 
government issue all the paper money, 
the reply would be this would not do at 
all. 
Possibly not, there would be no 


science in it, no great system by which 
contraction and expansion as a part of 
the machinery of the system be supplied. 


A POSITIVE STATEMENT, NO THIRD 


, third successive term, elective or not it 


I makes no difference, just as emphatically 
as did the immortal George Washington 
renounce a third terra, and ivhat has 
been • admitted, had he accepted, might 
have led to the kingship. 


The following is the statement as pub- 


lished in the Daily Journal on Wednes- 
day, Nov. 9th, 1904. It is the. same pre- 
cisely he now renews, word for word: 


'"Washington, Nov. <).—I am deeply 


sensible of the honor done me by the 
American people in thus expressing their 
confidence in what 1 have done and have 
tried to do. I appreciate to the full the 
solemn 
responsibilities this 
confidence 


imposes upon me, and I shall do all that 
in my power lies not to forfeit it. On 
the fourth of March next I shall have 
served three and one-half years, nnd this 
three and one-half, years constitutes my 
first term.

Under 
no circumstances will I be a candidate 
for or accept another 'nomination." 


The president has reiterated his fam- 


ous declaration made on the night or 
the presidential election in 1904 that he 
would neither be u candidate nor accept 
11 norninntiou. Those who best knew the 
president never had any thought but 
thutT he meant every word he said, and 
that he has thought best to again pro- 
nounce the dictum he would not be a 
candidate or accept a nomination, prob- 
ably bost shows he has no intention of 
letting things drift with a 
suspicion 


among Republicans and candidates, that 
he stood in tho waiting line. 


This emphatic 
determination 
of a 


matter that admittedly, despite tho 1004 
statement, would blaze forth at inter- 
vals will certainly clear the political air, 
nnd has settled now that there can be 
no third term, that is a second elective 
term. It 
leaves tho respective 
candi- 


dates without the handicap of a third 
term looming up, and places them now 
square before the country and as a mat- 
tor of fact, despite the Democratic asser- 
tions the Republican party could elect 
no man in 1008 except the president, the 
great Republican party will prove its vi- 
tality, its living strength in the princi- 
ples it •professes and will triumphantly 
win out iu 1908.

The state supreme court judges will 


pardon citizens who are inclined to dif- 
fer with it on its lust decision rendered 


j in the Applctou saloon case. The ob- 


j jeclions 
nre not voiced intending 
the 


I least disrespect to the court, because it 
! may be the law for all Inymeu know, 
! and' yet after the court had made its de- 


j cision, the 
honorable judges have too 


much good sense to quarrel with citizens 
inclined to doubt the good effects or the 
bearing of the law upon the liability. 


The case in question came from Apple- 


ton, the city government seeking to re- 
voke tho saloon license of one Buch, who 
had been accused of selling liquor to .a 
minor, that is his bartender wim the one 
alleged to have sold the liquor, the own- 
ership of the saloon being in the plain- 
tiff, Bach. 
For the offense the license 


was revoked and the case taken into the 
courts, Judge Goodland holding the li- 
cense as revoked should remain revoked. 
The case was appealed to the supreme 
court which decided against Judge Good- 
land IHII,! the city government of Apple- 
ton and the' license must be restored on 
the ground the owner of the saloon is 
not responsible for the act of his barten- 
der. 


Jt therefore would certainly seem by 


this decision, at least from what has 
been published, that then all a saloon 
keeper has to do, is to go home early in 
tho evening, and leave his bartender to 
do as be pleases, or let the bartender 
violate the law and he himself, obey the 
law. Therefore when liquor was sold 
to blacklisted persons, or to minors, or 
kept open after the legal closing hour, 
or in fact violated any law, to relieve 
the owner of the saloon from any pen- 
alty or of having his license revoked, all 
necessary would be for the owner to 
prove he didn't do it, but his bartender 
did. 
Certainly saloon owners need not 


hire •men who violate the law. This is 
their privilege. 


It is understood by the laity of course 


that for actions of employes where only 
personal matters nre concerned employ- 
ers cannot be hold responsible, but where 
a business is conducted under provisions 
of the law, and an employe violates that 
law on the premises, will our supreme 
court pardon a comment if such decision 
as now made by it, conveys-to people the 
idea that the employer is not responsi- 
ble for violation-) of law, provided he 
himself, or themselves did not person- 
ally 
commit un 
infraction. It 
may 


seem to the laity that our court has not 
made it easy to enforce proper regulative 
ordinances affecting the sale of liquor, 
since this Applcton decision holds a bar- 
tender may violate a law forbidding sell- 
ing liquor to minors, and not thereby 
make his employer responsible and there- 
fore the license cannot be. revoked. This 
would seem to convey to the public that 
a liquor ordinance entirely proper to en- 
force is only enforceable when 'the own- 
er is concerned, and not the bartender, 
presuming such hns been instructed as 
to the law, but still violates. It is of 
course understood that there is a differ- 
ence between an ignorant violation of the 
law and a case wherein it may be fair- 
ly known some men have not particular- 
ly hurt themselves obeying the laws as 
affecting their license obligations. 


While the saloon keepers as a body 


may regard the supreme, court decision 
us a victory, it bids fair to be a very 
costly victory for them in the light of 
the present pronounced hostility being 
manifested everywhere toward, the sa- 
loon. Jf the laws intended to protect 
minors and habitual drunkards can be HO 
easily evaded without penalty, by shift- 
ing the blame on to n bartender who 
has nothing at stake, tho tendency will 
be to still further aggravate the hostil- 
ity to the saloon, with the result that 
meubures for its regulation or prohibi- 
tion may be nil the more drastic that 
had sucii 
iv decision not been handed 


down. 


Today the general public and nineteen 


out of twenty saloon men believe in 
proper nnd reasonable effective regula- 
tive laws us regards the liquor traffic, 
rind very many saloon men themselves 
will .just as much regret tin's decision UH 
will the public. Stiloons desiring to vio- 
late very reasonable regulating laws can 
readily do so by caution, that is that 
tin? owner personally not violating any 
law. 'it seems we need a state law that 
will cover this case. The decision of 
course will make no difference with or- 
clerlv saloon men but it will encourage 
those who may not be inclined to observe 
tin: laws. 


OUR PACIFIC FLEET 


The groat battle fleet numbering six- 


teen exclusive of necessary helpers such 
as coalers and repair ships are now on 
their way enroute via the Atlantic and 
through the Straits of Magellan into the 
broad Pacific. Without going into de- 
tails as to the why and wherefore of this 
too deeply, it may be remarked that the 
views of the European press generally ia 
that no such finely equipped and formid- 


able fleet of modern battleships ever be- 
fore has sailed"as a" body on one particu- 
lar errand. 


It is by all odds the strongest, the 


best, the handsoment and most imposing 
fleet ever assembled as a unit, for that is 
what our Pacific fleet is, a unit officaVed 
by the best men in our navy. But what 
makes' the departure of these sixteen all 
the more impressive is that they go on 
no warlike mission but 
upon one of 


peace, of amity to a whole world. But 
it 
would be foolish 
to suppose that 


Americans take no pride in this unrival- 
ed war fleet, that is as an element of 
power should trouble come, or can with- 
hold some reflection that'such a display, 
not only of vast reaching power itself, 
but that such tremendous, colossal, over- 
powering assemblage of war's monsters 
under perfect control, the best discipline 
in the world and with human hearts tun- 
ed to warm blazing patriotism, should 
not make a profound impression upon 
the world powers as It certainly has. • 


Without intending to hold a parade as 


it were in force, a »ort'of naval pageant 
to impress the world, yet as a truth that 
very thing has been done. So in this 
very idea of dispatching two-thirds of 
our naval strength in one body on one 
mission peaceful as it ma.y be. yet we 
have practically stripped 
ourselves of 


power on the Atlantic. But we have a 
few be.re and there are now five or so 
building, and will be completed within 
the next couple of years. . The president 
1ms recommended to congress to author- 
ize four additional ones at this session 
and it is not improbable such will be 
done. There are. no politics in the great 
work of creating, and of sustaining a 
great American navy. We need many 
more yet, and the United States should 
not stop with less than fifty to1 sixty 
first class battleships with gunboats, 
cruisers, submarines, scouts, destroyers 
to match. Then we can assure ournelvos 
of peace. An armed peace, if so it be, 
but an effectual guarantee that the Unit- 
ed states professing the strongest desires 
for peace, is and will be able at all times 
to command the peace. 


It might not be out of place to note 


that as showing the wonderful system 
that now characterizes the management 
of our naval matters, that months ago 
the date set for the departure of the fleet 
was 
that of December 16th. On 
the 


morning of this date every vessel chosen 
for the trip was ready in every essential 
not 
one item was missing 
from ' the 


grand assemble, and at the appointed 
hour the grand naval pageant sent forth 
on its long cruise. 


It is wholly unnecessary to remark as 


to uiiv diplomatic reasons for this unpre- 
cedented display of naval strength, and 
of its taking an orderly departure en- 
masse for the Pacific. Still it can be to- 
marked that for some reason our war 
vessels were withdrawn from the Pacific 
gradually until we were left practically 
defenseless and are now making good 
that error and in doing so, the colossal- 
ness of it has drawn the attention of the 
world and of doubtless also our friends, 
the Japan<:be. However *>.ich is directed 
against no nation. 
If it ao impresses it 


can well be asked what great modern 
power does not seek to impress others 
with their strength. England, France 
and Germany possess 
powerful navies, 


three ahead of ours in effective numbers, 
though we nominally rank as third, and 
with millions of Americans not only will- 
ing but strongly desirous of the United 
States and England running close togeth- 
er in vast naval power. 


Let UK wish our fleet every success in 


the world, a comfortable voyage and a 
safe return for the gallant boys, under- 
standing of course, others take their 
places when, they start on the return 
cruise. 


WILL UK FA88EI> ON 


The good work of President Roosevelt

THE PANAMA CANAL 


With the order for the increase of the 


lock widths in the Panama cansl by the 
navy department to 110 feet is shown the 
great care with which the government is 
watching every detail connected with 
this most important public -work. The 
original width of the looks was 100 feet, 
but the increasing width of vessels has 
made it evident to the engineers that the 
v.idth would have to be increased. Jn 
connection with this has been heard more 
talk of a sea level canal, ojid it is not 
forgotten that the original intention was 
to construct the canal in this way. but 
tho attention the president gave thft 
matter induced him to change the firs!; 
intentions to a lock canal. 


Each undoubtedly of the two have 


their good points, as well as weaker 
points. It will require longer time for 
vessels to pans through a canal 
with 


locks, but the saving of time is not no 
great, that a few hours more can make 
any appreciable difference as to this fac- 
tor. 
Again the canal of lock type will 


cost considerably loss than would the one 
at sen. level cost, the, difference averag- 
ing the different estimates, being not less 
than $100.000,000. The sea level canal 
has probably more advocates than had 
the Jock type, but the cost as has been 
carefully estimated, will be a third more, 
at least. One of the arguments for the 
level type bus been that in case of war 
the enemj' could not have so much to 
damage and destroy, and that this factor 
was regarded by some of decided impor- 
tance. Locks could be destroyed or ren- 
dered useless by means of explosives and 
generally speaking, the claim is that ad- 
mitting a greater first font, the after ad- 
vantages will overcome this with the 
continuing advantage of ships making 
better time. 


If the president wan to answer this ob- 


jection as to what war might cause, he 
would clearly point out that no enemy 
could ever be permitted to get near 
enough, and as for blockades, it would 
then make; no difference whether the can- 
al was on the lock type or on the level 
type. The work has not advanced be- 
yond the point at which a change could 
readily be made to conform to the plan 
first favored by congress, but there does 
not seem any possible way by which the 
plans finally chosen c«n be changed. The 
president at least so far gives no evi- 
dence of changing his views and it is un- 
likely therefore that any other authori- 
ty can supervene, and if it could, in most 
unlikely to interfere. 


The congressional commission to ex- 


amine into conditions in the isthmus it 
is not understood have any intentions of 
interferring into the lock or level ques- 
tion, but to carefully examine with the 
idea uppermost only of placing the ap- 
propriations to the best possible advan- 
tage. This means to give congress a 
better idea as to the needs of the canal, 
and to guide it in making up the amount 
to be given to canal work this session of 
congress. 


AS TO A CENTRAL BANK 


The argument of the comptroller of 


tho currency, Ridgely in favor of an im- 
mense central bank taking the place of 
the present methods of issuing currency 
and of a center of the banking interests 
of the, country as relates to national 
banking, will not add to the arguments 
already advanced or forward such to any 
assured 
success 
with 
congress. This 


bank as the comptroller argues, regulates 
all issues, that is, could issue on its as- 
sets and retire such issues when not 
needed in excess. The present currency- 
would not be retired only as time retired 
it, so that the change would naturally 
be scarcely noticed. Although it is not 
said s,o, this of course involves the retire- 
ment of the present greenbacks, and of 
the present national banking currency, 
for even if not a part of the plan nt 
first, any success in establishing the new 
system would make the next step all 
the easier, if not necessary to the fea- 
ture. 


This central bank would be under a 


sort of government control, with one- 
third of the directors chosen by the gov- 
ernment, and being invested with the 
veto on certain things not mentioned 
now. 
Tho other two-thirds of the stock 


would be held by private individuals and 
national banks, all the banks being forc- 
ed to take such proportions of stock as 
set aside for them. When needed or as 
wanted tho central bank would'issue its 
notes and as found in excess or the emer- 
gency passed, then promptly retired. The 
profits of the bank would be small for 
the comptroller says the bank would not 
be conducted for profits, and yet. there, 
would be more or less, and this he re- 
stricts to about four to five per cent. 


But, however attractive our leading fi- 


nanciers and government officials may 
invest this central bank business and 
paint in glowing colors its benefits, and 
dwell upon the necessity of such, yet 
imtny good citizens can not but gather 
from all the arguments that after all, 
this system, this necessity to establish 
an cxpansionable and contractiblo cur- 
rency, would furnish n better equip- 
ped system by which the country may 
sustain with less disturbance the great 
games going on in high finance and the 
enormous overcupiUlir.ation commonly 
called watering of properties. 
It is to 


better absorb these, to give" the mcana by 
which "the system" can do things with 
comfortable profits to itself, and to sus- 
tain the much weighted and tophoavy 
that a United States central bnnk is 
wanted. It is even true perhaps when 
speculation and over production of is- 
sues, bonds nnd stocks, hud produced the 
customary 
financial 
depression 
and 


brought upon the secretion of. money and 


refusal °f **nlf» to hwior tb« draft* at 
them, and to turn down tftir depositor*, 
of course in self-defenie, the tamiA 
of a central b«nk might brtsg »bwit a 
recovery of tfce pntient sooner, but tfcat 
just protection of the American people, 
their retention of power to 
control 


these great service corporations,: the 
trusts, the trade combination*, would b* 
hopelewly lost with »ny omtr»l bwsH a* 
designed. Certainly one ii fairly justi- 
fied in thinking so in view of what hai 
occurred in the patt vith the opportun- 
itie> afforded. 


The people want no Populism, no so- 


cialism, no nonieiue about class diitinc- 
tions; but they do aik for cont«rv»tiw> 
and sound sense in the conduct of our 
national 
monetary 
operations. This 


soundness does not include furnithing 
millions wherein to pour into ft malitrotn. 
that in another three or four y«ar» or to 
will demand further million*. So long 
as it is certain government deposits can 
be tied up in banks to the extent of 
nine-tenths of its free cash the gambling 
in securities in margins, the formation 
of new colossal corporations, the entire 
machinery of the "system" as it is now 
called, will be operated full time, with 
as a part of the thing continued irriga- 
tion of securities much exceeding their 
real value. This watering is taken care 
of in some properties in others not, but 
it aft'orda continue! variations, too much 
oscillations at times even for the opera- 
tors who themselves get bit by the big- 
ger ones in the game.

It calls for "a. halt in this inflation of 
properties by means of security issues 
and a control by the law of the insueB of 
stocks and bonds, with publicity for 
every corporation enjoying special privi- 
leges, franchises, and having stock held 
among the public. Our present monetary 
system may be out of joint to accommo- 
date itself to the needs of the great ays- 
tern and the great gamew. and if some 
people ask how would.it do for the sys- 
tem and the game to accommodate them- 
selves to .the financial system, how could 
it be regarded as a foolish thought? 


But however we may consider these 


things, it is prar.ty sure before a great 
while changes will be made. But let our 
congress go slow, be considerate, and 
with any alterations from present meth- 
ods guard well tke highest interests of 
the American people as a people, nnd not 
for a part of the people. 


POWT3EK TKCIT ItBTLIBS 


The answer of the jjowder trust in re- 


sponse to questions of the government is 
a denial of all the allegation*. There is 
no trust, there is no restraint of trade, 
no conspiracies; there is no unlawful bus- 
iness, and no subsidiary company wai 
forced in against their will. These small- 
er powder mills were absorbed by the 
larger concern with the voluntary con- 
sent of both parties, and therefore the 
trust says it isn't any trust. 


Yet all this does not satisfy people 


they are not being forced to do what 
they don't want to, that is pay more for 
their powder. It is by, no raeana assured 
independent powder concerns if there are 
such left, or if citizens desire to start

COMMISSION •GOVKKimENT 


The discussion at the last Six O'clock 


dinner on the subject of government by 
commission developed through comments 
made and opinions of citizens in Dei 
Moines, that not all government by com- 
mission is the same. The Iowa plan at 
the time was stated to be different from 
the Texas method and would not give 
that scope so desired. The GsJveston 
uystem is that iii its original form and 
unsecured by strings, larger in scope and 
affords the best opportunity for compar- 
ison. There is but little use in trying a 
commission plan ir political cords arc at- 
tached, and the "remedy for abuses in 
power is by appeal to the governor who 
would have power of removal for roysti- 
fiable cause. As for the graft that can 
come in any system that may1>e devised.

LYNCHING RECORD FOR 1907 


IS IMPROVEMENT OVER 1906. 


Total to Date is Forty-three, While Last 


Year in Same Time Seventy-two 


Were Killed. 
'* 


The lynching record for 1907 will show 


a decided improvement over that of 1906, 
the tota'l for the current year to date 
being forty-three—three negro women, 
four white men, and thirty-six negro 
men. 
The record includes only cases of 


unmistakable lynching, leaving out those 
in which the victims were killed by pur- 
suing posses while resisting capture. The 
record for last year was seventy-two, be- 
ing about twenty-nine more than that of 
1907. 


Crimns charged against those lynched 


range from robbery to assnult and mur- 
der. It is worthy of notice that only 
one of the victims was lynched for such 
petty or trivial crimes as in sonic pre- 
vious vciirs. A large majority of the 
victims were guilty of criminal assault 
or attempted criminal assault. In ono 
CUM—that of Homer Rogers in Louisiana 
—was a trivial matter cause for killing. 
In Rogers' CUSP, lie was impudent to some 
white men who did not like his "swag- 
ger" air and the hanging resulted. 


The lynchings were most numerous in 


Alabama, fleorgia, Missisippi and Louis- 
iana. Farther, north there wore 
two 


lynchingR in Maryland and ono each in 
Missouri, Iowa and Nebraska. Altogeth- 
er there wore lyncbings in twelve states. 
The larger number occurred in the hot 
summer mouths, cold weather apparent- 
ly being a deterrent influence. 


The Wonders of the Deep Sea. 


Seattle Times: The United States Na- 


tional Museum' has just published a re- 
port on the diatoms known as the jewels 
of the plant world, dredged from the bot- 
tom of the Pacific ocean by the. fish com- 
mission steamship Albatross in its an- 
nual cruises in search of scientific and 
other material. The title of the volume 
is ".Report on the Diatoms of the Alba- 
tross Voyages in the Pacific ocean, 1888- 
1904." by Dr. Albert Mann, who is a 
collaborator with the museum in biologi- 
cal investigations. 


From the gr.-ut mass of material, gro- 


toGque fishes caught far down in the sea, 
peculiarly shaped animals brought 
for 


the first time to the light of day, and 
plants of sorts unknown to botanists, Dr. 
Mann has singled out diatoms as espec- 
ially worthy of -.1 report, both, from a 
scientifie and from a general point of 
view. Ill the report are described myr- 
iads of tiny growtho, many of them in- 
visible to the miked eye, but which, plac- 
ed under a microscope, appear marvels of 
symmetry and color. 


These niidget plants, some covering a 


pin point and a few giants rivaling a 
pin head, although 
found 
everywhere 


under rocks, in rivers, along the seashore, 
in hikes, in the Gulf of Mexico or the 
Arctic ocean, have received comparative- 
ly little systematic study from botanists. 
And this is true, in spite of the 
fact, 


rarely known, that they are on the mar- 
ket »s polishing powders and sold either 
as "Tripoli" or mixed with soap, under 
some fancy name, that one widely known 
brand of tooth powder is composed en- 
tirely of diatom shells, that they are 
employed as a substitute for asbestos in 
most of its uses, and that at least1 indi- 
rectly they, form a not 
inconsiderable 


part of the world's food supply.

The 
effect was shown in tbe men1 at work 
clearing the North-Western tracks from 
snow, almost all of them being Ameri-' 
can born, workmen. 


Japanese Immigrants.

Cornell Bacteriologist S»y» of 1,800,000 


Cows, 440,000 Have Tuberculosis. 


ITHACA, N. Y, Dec. 19.—A stM*ling 


revelation of the prevalence of bovine 
tuberculosis in New York state and of 
the insufficiency of legal control, has. •' 
been made by Dr. V. A. Moore, bacteriol- " 
ogist of Cornell university. Dr. Moore ., 
stated that of 1,086 cowa tested by Dean 
Law of the Cornell veterinary college, 16 . 
per cent had the disease. Private re- ' 
ports of Dr. Jloore gave figures on 8,040 
animals, of which 38 p«r cent were in- 
fected. 
These were in 364 herds. Dr. 


Jloorc reached the conclusion that of 1,- 
800,000 milclt cows in this state, 440,060 
are infected.

Former Mayor M. M. Secor came across

Twenty-five Per Cent for Trust Compan- 


ies and State Banks. 


ALBANY. X. Y.j Dec. 17.—The com- 


mittee of bankers appointed by Govern- 
or Hughes on Nov. 13, during '.ho severe 
days of tho monetary panic to recom- 
mend modifications of tho existing bunk- 
ing laws of the state of Xew York, 
made its report to tho governor today. 
Tho committee was selected from load- 
ing bankers and trust company manag- 
ers, and wns called upon 
to 
sugjrosl 


measures which would tend to prevent 
the development of panics such as tho 
one that AYall street has just experi- 
enced. The report, ,;n gener:il, expresses 
the view that in Xew York city, stnto 
banks should maintain the same cash 
reserve ns national banks, namely i'i per 
cent and that trust companies should 
maintain, also a 2.~> per cent reserve, not 
necessarily all in cash in its own vaults. 
A strong presentment is made ngninsr. 
the practice of promoters obtaining con- 
trol of a chain of banks to further their 
own financial schemes. 


While the committees recommendations 


can apply only to stnto banks and trust 
companies in Xew York city and state, 
their realization of a. national responsi- 
bility on the part of the city's jinuncial 
institutions is shown by the statement 
in the report that "Xew York is Hie em- 
pire state ond Xew York city is the fi- 
nancial and commercial center of 
this 


continent." It is for this reason, tho 
committee declares thit New York city's 
cash bank reserves must not be permit- 
ted to become impaired.

Emergency Currency in Canada. 


Chicago 
Record-Herald: 
While 
the 


United States has been undergoing finan- 
cial trouble, Canada has been in compar- 
ative quiet. 
This is partly because it 


was not affected to the same extent by 
the factors that superinduced panic here, 
but portly also because of certain lead- 
ing characteristics of its banking system 
which are well adapted to its own pecul- 
iar industrial needs. 


Canada contains in all some thirty-five 


banks, and nearly all of them are large 
institutions with many branches. 
In all 


the number of branch offices is about 
1,200. The Dominion government has a 
small note issue outstanding, mainly car- 
ried as reserve by the banks, but tho 
greater part of the paper money in the 
hands of the people consists of the bank 
note issues. No reserve is required of the 
banks against their note issues, but they 
are forbidden under penalty 
of 
very 


heavy fines to put out more notes than 
the amount of their capital stock. 
If 


they regularly had out issues to this 
extent the system would have little elas- 
ticity, but in fact the issues, except for 
a few of the smaller banks, are. kept 
well below this limit. ]n 
consequence 


there is a good margin available- at any 
time. The banks arc required to main- 
tain redemption agencies in provincial 
commercial'capitals and leave a redemp- 
tion fund of five per cent of their cir- 
culation under government control. They 
are all jointly liable for each other's 
notes in case of failure. 


Until recent years the circulation was 


rarely more than half of the limit al- 
lowed. 'The report for October :)1 last 
shows, however, 584,289,080 of outstand- 
ing notes with a, total capitalization of 
$95,827.082 fixing the limit permitte'!. 


The. Canadian bank notes are not legal 


tender and they return quickly for re- 
demption, their life being estimated at 
not over four weeks on the average. A 
chart of the- outstanding 
circulation! 


shows a regular rhythmic swing in th« j 
periods of the year when most money is ' 
needed to pass from hnnd to hand.

Numerous Instances of Trains Running 


Away Like Things of Life. 


London-Tit-Bits: That the recent ter- 


rible accident at Shrewsbury was due to 
the train running away seems now to be 
pretty 
conclusively 
proved. 
Probably, 


too, the Grantham one 
was similarly 


caused, and possibly that at Salisbury. 


Usually when a locomotive takes the 


bit between its teeth after this fashion 
and bolts the men in charge of her are 
killed, and the engine itself is reduced 
to scrap iron, thereby rendering it im- 
possible to determine the reason that 
brought about her fatal display of ec- 
centricity. 


Occasionally, however, it i'. otherwise. 


When, for instance, on .July 18, 1808, the 
connecting rod of an engine which waa 
drawing a Great Western. Hallway ex- 
press between Windsor and Paddington 
suddenly snapped both driver and fire- 
men stuck to their posts, and, although 
horribly scalded and fearfully burned, 
succeeded in bringing their train to a 
standstill. 
Then they fell off from the 


opposite sides of the engine, blinded and 
dying. 


Another case in point occurred so long 


ago as October, 1872. and. curiously 
enough^ on the same system. A heavy 
goods trail) of 20 trucks laden with china 
clay ran between Truro and St. Anstell, 
and actually chased a crowded express 
for several miles down a steep incline. 
In this instance, also, the drivers and 
firemen of both engines stuck heroically 
to their posts, and so averted what must 
otherwise have been a terrible catastro- 
phe. The origin of the

found, upon investigation, to be due to 
defective brake gear. 


There was no mystery either as to 


why the California. Southern limited ran 
awav from Summit Station, T«hachapl 
Pass, in tho winter of 1SSS. -The wind 
was blowing with hurricane force across 
the razor-edged backbone of the moun- 
tains, and it took possession of the train 
and forced it back down the steep track 
up which it had just climbed. Faster

due to a broken coupling pin. while the 
failure of the vacuum brnko through cold 
caused the. wreck of a runaway London 
and Xorthwestcm express near Carlisle 
in March. 1890.
